Total surplus of wheat for export 
and carry-over in the four prinei- 
pal countries of the world on May 
1 is estimated by the agriculture 
department at 750,000,000 bushels, 

The surplus on that date last year 
was 611,000,000 bushels, and in 1929 
701,000,000. 

The department said that on this 
basis there would be an abundant 
supply for next year despite some in- 
dications of decreased acreage in the | 
four countries-—Canada, the United 
States, Australia and Argentina, 
EZQUIREMENTS UP. 

“Requirements of importing coun- 
tries,’ the department said, “during 
May and June are expected to be con- 
siderably larger than last year, and 
perhaps as great as in 1929, How- 
ever, it is also to be expected that 
some supplies will still be forthcoming 
from Russia, which was not an ex- 
porter in the spring of 1929. While 
their surplus appears to be smaller it 
is Hkely that exports from the Danube

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MEETING UNDER SUSPICION 


The London Herald thinks the confer- 
ence of representatives of the wheat ex- 
porting countries is ‘an effort to increase 
the price of the laboring man’s bread.” 
The Herald is the official spokesman of 
the views of the British Government. That 
lends importance to the observation, whe- 
ther right or wrong. 

It is clear enough that the conference 
meets under suspicion of trying to engi- 
neer a hold-up of the British consumer. 
The delegates, it is to be hoped, will make 
note of the fact and keep clear of any ac- 
tion that would confirm it. The business 
of the conference is to sell wheat, not to 
convince importing countries that they 
had better grow their own wheat in self: 
defence. 


THE RUNNING FIRES 


The French grey that for many days 
has hidden the blue of the Alberta sky, 
and the tang of smoke in the air, confirm 
daily reports from all points of the com- 
pass that bush and grass fires are running 
in nearly every section of the province 
from Peace River to the international 
boundary. 

It is doubtful if in any previous spring 
there have been so many fires scattered 
over so wide an area. Certainly there have 
been few if any springs in which the con- 
ditions for sweeping conflagrations were 
80 nearly ideal. 

As yet no loss of life has been reported, 
and property damage appears to have been 
Small. But the extent of the fire zone is 
the measure of the menace to life and pro- 
perty. With a continuance of past con- 
ditions it is almost inevitable that the 
flames will creep into a settlement some- 
where, or sweep through a village, de- 
stroving homes and perhaps lives. 

It is little in such circumstances that 
human agency can do, except fight a de- 
fensive battle where the danger is great- 
est. Soaking rains alone can extinguish 
the fires and make an end of the hazard. 

On the side of prevention there will 
surely be no difficulty in securing the 
whole-hearted co-operation of the public 
with the authorities. Any one who at this 
time sets out a fire where conditions make 
spreading possible is playing the fool, and 
should be severely dealt with. 


MORE TREE BELTS NEEDED 


Negotiations are under way between 
the Dominion and provincial governments 
as to which of these is to continue to oper- 
ate the tree nurseries that have been con- 
ducted in the prairie provinces by the for- 
estry branch of the department of the in- 
terior, 

Under whichever authority, it is to be 
hoped the nurseries wil! be operated in 
the future as in the past, on the basis of 
supplying trees at small cost, or at no 
cost at all, to all farmers who will plant 
and take care of them. And also that an 
even more energetic and persistent cam- 


paign will be carried on to encourage 
planting, for the need of windbreaks is 


becoming more apparent as the years 
pass 

Within a few miles of Edmonton at the 
present time, deep ditches along the road- 
side are piled full of the rich surface soil 
blown off the neighboring fields, while in 
places banks have been formed across the 
roadway like snowdrifts in January, That 


wind-blown soil represents more than a 
loss of fertility to the fields. It represents 
also time, energy and money that were 


spent in making a seed bed that the wind 
carried away and that cannot be put back

do not know what soil-drifting means, in

of well-located shelter belts where nature 
has not provided these or where they 
have been cut down. . 


KNOWN QUALITY REQUIRED 

IKuxdmonton has been given a fresh re- 
minder that it is not good business for a 
city to finance experiments in street pav- 
ing. Fortunately the taxpayers will not 
have to pay anything for the information 
this time. as they did on some former oc 
casions. For this immunity they ma) 
thank Engineer Haddow, who declined 
the suggestion of one of the tendering 
firms that this year’s street improvement 
be carried out by the use of a substance 
called kreo-mix, instead of the standard 
pavement heretofore put down. 

In order to demonstrate the excellence 
of the new substitute, the promoters last 
fall laid a stretch of kreo-mix on Ninth 
street north of Jasper. The demonstration 
is conclusive, but hardly in the way in- 
tended. For the last week city engineer, 
commissioners and civic officials general- 
ly have been kept busy assuring the Ninth 
street taxpayers that when that street is 
paved the material used will be standard 
bitulithic, and not kreo-mix. 

It may be that in certain circumstances 
kreo-mix would be an excellent surfacing 
material. But a six months’ trial has 
shown that in the climate, soil and other 
conditions existing in Edmonton it is no 
more suitable than the wood blocks with 
which a former confiding council laid sev- 
eral of the city streets, on the recom- 
mendation of interested parties. All that 
can be done is plow up the demonstration 
stretch, cart away the kreo-mix and put 
down the type of pavement that experi- 
ence has shown to be satisfactory. 

A few incidents in the history of Ed- 
monton suggest that this city has been 
regarded as a community of open-handed 
people who do not mind footing the bill in 
order that an inventor of a new paving 
material may test the correctness of his 
calculations, The refusal of Mr. Haddow 
to “fall” for an unknown materia] just be- 
cause it was cheap should make clear to 
all concerned that Edmonton henceforth 
is not in the éxperimenting business where 
paving is concerned.

Dr, David Solander, naturalist, died 
May 16, 1782. Solander was a Swed- 
ish botanist, a pupil of the great Lin- 
nacus, who did excellent work in the 
elghteenth century, For the last 20 
years of his life he was employed at 
the British museum, a quiet, dry-as- 
dust job to the average man, It is 
inherent to regard a professor of na- 
tural history as a dear old gentleman

Asparagus is especially good for)

means of promoting the spirit of in 


ternational goodwill Yor the last 
nine years the school children of 
Wales have broadcast a message of

‘Tae monthly clinic was this month 
conducted by Dr, F, J, Folinsbee, pa- 
tients being treated for malnutrition, 
tonsils and bad teeth, 

Mrs, W. D, Spence, convener of the 
membership committee, reported that 
only three membership books are left, 
She requested all members to turn in 
their old books, as it is desired to use 
only 1931 books, and everybody was 
urged to have their books turned in 
by the end of May.
